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Introduction  to  Career  Education  Placement  Data

This  data  packet  is  prepared  annually  and  contains  primary  and  summary  data  regarding  the  placement  of  graduating  completing 
students  of  career  education  programs.  The  primary  source  of  data  is  the  Core  Data  Collection  System  of  the  Department  of 
Elementary  and  Secondary  Education. 

The  summary  of  career  education  placement  data  provides  information  regarding  each  fiscal  year’s  placement  data;  contains  data 
coverage  definition;  and  significant  findings,  changes,  and  trends  for  placement  rates.
